A Lecture Deilvered by N. Frank White at 
Concert Hall, Philudsiphie, Feb. 14, 1860.

While the de votees of roliginn have gnao to 
the extreme, in thelr readiness to adapt thom: 
selvesto any belief which thelr acknowledged 
leaders decido te present for thelr acvcytauce, 
there haa been so evident dleposition on the 
part of the free thinkers, tu gu tu t ¢ extreme lu 
the other direction. g 

W bile the one bas endorsed the dogmas with. 
nut any regard to tbeir abturdiiy. trusting 10 
the mantle of mystery to hide tha defecta, tha 
others witbout beaiiation bave put them aside 
as unworthy of consideration. 

While the lauer course may be excretlogly 
sensible witha great majority at beliefs present- 
el by the rliguus worki todays 1 canont but 
think thet middle eue with some of these 
beliefe woukl be more proper, - nut that the be- 
lief as presented ia worthy of moch considcra- 
tion, but b cause there may be underlying lt, a 
inan which would be beacficlal the world at 

„rge. 

Every hour of thought tends more and mare 
to convince me that uad: riyiog all beliefs, there 
are beautiful truths, aod truths waich while we 
are compelled to reject them as present by the 
expounders«f theao deliela yet wheo properly 
investigated would assist us matermily to tle 
ee of the laws that govera the unt. 
verse, aod cur relations to thoes lawa Ono of 
these belicfe that pertaios particularly to the 
Catholic church, which is sqnuted at by tbe 
Protestant church lo day at absurd ip the ex- 
treme, I prope to hæk al this sfhernona, 1 
refer w the stale Intermediate between heaven 
and hell, cubed purgatofy, it is common for 
doctors nf divinity, men of high savoding titles, 
With the lesser rabble to say j* Blanche sod 
aweet heart,” who follow them, as weil as the 
mass who ace’pt from them without counsidera. 
tion the dugnas they offer, tu talk foudly and 
fippeatly of this belief which they declare to 
be only worthy of their contempt and rid. cule. 
But Frou ant divines are not by any means 
infalible, and in thw cas, they 
overlooked the fact, fur fact it ia, tbat underly. 
jag this belief isa truth ov plainly stamped upon 
the pages of Divise revelations, thal no uoblesed 
mind can escape the cunviction of its reality, 
only ag we escape it through tne obstios e prej- 
udigee which recluse io dolle ve that which dues 
Dot accord with certain standards hd 

Do not understand me nd that the Catho- 
lle ides of purgatory is right, but thet vaderiy- 
ing it, ja a truth, which mast have been present- 
ed) the minds of thues who originated that 
belief It cannot be unprofitable, then, thet we 
ee a short time ln the examination of this 

ie 


The Catholic ides ia, that it ia a condition into 

which the spirit enters afer death, to be pur 
by ite fama aod prepared for heaven, in other 
words, a condilion of torment from which there 
isan escape. Wohilet a great majority of this’ 
world are ovnsigned at once, after death, toe 
eopdiuen of Axed and eternal misery, the mem- 
bers of that church are allowed the privileges of 
lhis purifying process, where tbe torment is 
graced in ite ſength and Intensity by the crime, 

at trom which they will Gosliy come. Let us 
look for a moment at this idea of purgatory. It 
la easy eunugd in see that the credit for ite ex- 
clausiveness beluegs to the contracted circle ol 
conser ratlam which their churches and their re- 
hglon bave invariably drawn about them, The 

reat fuadamental idea, —the idi a of purifications 
t rough suffering, $s correct, and upon it tbe 
Catholic has built bis temple of belet. Tae 
nearer we to the original cause of a move 
ment, a belief, an idea or a thaugtn. the better 
We cumprebend it, because We coma mor close- 
ly in vit with the mind thmugh which it 
originau; cooseqoently we uoderstind the why 
and the woereforg of that mind's conclusion. 

Profiting dy this fact, I propose, In aualynn 

this belief in purgatory, Wo yo back lo the o 
Brabministic retigino, where thie belief lu parg- 


"etary originated, and irom which, it is erdent 


that couolicss ober thoughts in this directiun 
originated. 

The Brabmin. I present as representing the 
drei relmlon of which we have any reonnd 
Wrapped in seclusion trom all that could divert 
his mind from the study of God, be toon die 
ered the fact manifested lu naluro, and reg- 
1 in his owa Individual experience, that 
th 1 comes konw ledge. aud through 
knowledge purity. Thus he grand foundation 
ol a glorious tratu was before hl. n. sad upon it 
bs coromenced to bulld the tampie of his belief. 


It u vor at all stranga that thie omple had men 


roagh, absurd and useless angles then, and that 
in the experiance of the cactunes since, through 
all which this temple, theo sterted, bas besa ` 
growiog up, there have buen added many things 
which are nelther useful nor ornamental. _ 
The great fundamental Iden waa correct, and 
Open itthe Brahmio commenced to build his 
fe, bu’, through the ignoracce natural t 
bis eondilina, he cnuld sot uaderstand what 
brought aboat these thlogs, but he recngr hed 
that through grief and entrow came parification. 
He natorally believed that spint was good and 
Matter was evil, and adopted the liea that 
through the conflict with matter, the spirit faal- 
ly became and eo he marted with 
tote truth as s foundation, aod*driNted onward 
la the grand mistake of worklag oootioually 
for malter’s present modification and future an- 
nibliatiog. 
Tue great errar -of these religioalsts wes, that 
they did not recoguisze the mission of the spirit, 
‘and tae Catholle charch has g ve so far as to 
declare the possibility of the mitigation of the 
safferlogs by p sad they have fotnd la 
thie, a means of d Ing the coffers of the treasury 
ol the church, Io this case, wealth was more 
aod the wicked m+n, 
5, bad a means of escapo. Tae 
Catholic, theretore, made his purgatory a placo 
of punishment for the wicked of hls own church, 
whilst the world cutaide must writhe 3o agooy 
through all eternity. 
Lu us look now at the tros ides of purgatory, 
the great fundamental trath opon which this 
temple of belief rests. We must under 
whet puoishment was.

Punlshm sot le not only tba means through 
which we arrive ot a comprehension of these 
lawe, bot the very bee: plan u teach "oane 
nurvelvas into per relations to ther, 
thoe adapt ourselyca to the law, whatever it 
may be, so that we msy receive (he benefits snd 
escape the penaltica Fot instance, the lamp

Reading from that creat page of Revelation, 
rum thet Word of God in which there can be 
no mistake,—from that mighty text book of na- 
lure which furnishes to the simplest mluds a 
feast that will satisly every one, there stands 
upon lu p the fact of the existence, the ne- 
cesaities aod uses of these purgatories of the 
soui, so plainly are they ensxtamped upon lu 

vs that there ig no ciisnce of inistake, there 
no necessity for any divinity doctor to bring 
thea to the light. : 

Bo far I have oaly eprken nf tocec as applids. 
ble to the earth, allowing this life to be contiau- 
‘ous, and one of progress, which most intelligent 

men to day admit, the argument for the neorssi- 
3 purgatoriea here app les Ee as well for 
the future, for the necessities of the enal in the 
futuro will be the same. It must there as bere 
come in angular cuontect with law,—it must 
there at boro ruceive tbe puplebment which ia a 
nr cat of that contact. There is no necessity, 
then, for any argumentin support of purgato. 
ries lo the future, the neccesities of the purzeto- 
rive of the preen? being acknowledged. We do 
ont hesatate to declare tust the Cath. Ale idos of 
purgatory, when pied from a broad uneect- 
arian basis, te as lar euperiog tu tbe Protestant 
Idea of the tuture, as the tight of the noonday 
sun is superior tu the blackoess of the darkest 
bight. ‘The Protestant still bas his heavens aod 
his bells, somewhat oratifead it is true, from 
hal they were. His besven is a little more 
agtecabie piace for mum ou than the old aix by 
nine one, whose chief cojoyments were singiog 
ballelujebs, playing dereter upon goblen barpa, 
walking upon golden pa ve menu. sarrodndes by 
walle of jasper and other precious stones. Hu 
bells are no longer the repulsive, avething, 
lakes of dre, above whuss wares of tor- 
ture, for ages In untold. sgony, the suuls of the 
demoed lin theie voices, aud wail out How 
Jong, ob bow long“ while the pendulum of the 
great clock In hell iaewioging beck and for- 
ward, back and fieward, and echning, eteralty, 
eternity! Not exactly that today, but some 
thing a little more endurable, a life guaded by 
the constant goewlogs of Conscience, for the 
nels of evil done in the bly nad unrepeated, 

Presenting this ides of heaven and bell, bow- 
ever inurh ibe Protestant may have modified lt, 
he utterly Ignores the true uses of puolebmecot, 
making thie heaven a place of eternal reward 
tor the few deeda nf virtoe done in the body, lu 
thet which la almost an infloitesimal s at 
time. Ib utterly ignores the lact that the soul 
being Infinite, must of necesalty, though it ba in 
heaven, clash with lawa, and thoagh that ciath- 
Ing be cterually growing, aod e he makes his 
hell a plea for eternal punishment, forthe fw 
deeds of evil done in the short spaco of a life on 
earth, He ucterly igoores agala the trae neces- 
sity and uses of punishment, making it an ex 
pression of veogeance and vindiclivences which 
on the part of a maa wink be abnorrent in 
the extreme, and on the part of God, ts simply 
absurd. Who does not sec that euch punish 
ment would be entirely deroid of use, and man. 
ifeet upon the part of man that which would 
make hime Gt subject for s penitentiary. The 
true idea of purgatory u far superior to the 
omman ides of a heaven or hell, Lank at the 
ter just fora momenut,—beaven a place of eter- 
nal rewanl for the few deeds of gondaens done 
in the short apace of a lifeon earth. - dell a p 
of eternal torment for the few evil doede com. 
mitted in the same time. Oo the other hand, 
purgatory presents the troe uses of puaishment 
or suffering, the aheotute necessity of contact 
with . a punishment whose sole mission le 
to elevate and advance thd individual, a purge- 
tury that brings purification which ie condeuou 
and eternal. 


What Intelligent miud is tbere? What soul 
throwing aside all prejudice cio tall to recognize 
the utter uselessoces of the common Idea of 
heaven aod hell? Wut soul cau fall to eoe ihe 
sublime necessities and ters of purgatory? 11 le

DIAN CHIEP AND THE Dire. 
MATE-THE MEDICINE 
MAN CONSULTED. 


There are hardly two religious denominations 
at the present day that agree in regard to the 


attributes of Deity. The Mahomedan,—the Bra · 


min, the Chinese, la fact all the so called Pagan 
nations, entertain as c-xwrect ideas of Deity And 
the peculiar ma alſestatlons of His inberent pow- 
er, as any of the so called orthodox churches of 
tbe present day.

A one time, when several tribes of the West- 
ern lodians were coogtegaiod at one of the forts 
ia Kanese, for the purpose of making treaties, 
onc of oar afficers, a ekilifal diplomate, bad by 
his artful loterrogstories and cross-enamias- 
tion, to bewildered one of the chiets that he 
Gnsily would not answer him at all, but re- 
quested him to desist afew moments. Stepping 
‘aside from the group of chiels with whom he 
wes associated, be held there a brief interview 
with a young Indian, who was quickly scen 
to jump on a fleet pony, an d start in a westerly 
direction, for what perpoee, of course, our ofii. 
cers could not divine. However, the miss:on of 
the young Iudian was easily solved. The ques - 
tloas of our officer had puzzled the old chief. 
and be bad despatched thie messenger to hold 
communication with the Spirit World through 
one of tbeir mediums, or Medicine Men, and 
obtain an answer to thoes identical questions, 
and receive such !nfurmation ag tbo controlling 
spirit might sce St to communicale. After the 
interview, be hastened back to camp, and im- 
parting to the chic f tbe Inlormation desired, the 
council was repewed, and all the questions of 
our officers were clearly and estisfactorily an- 
ewered, anda new field of thought originated, 
that they bad not anticipated. 

At this interview,the chief was lodeed puzzled ; 
but the Spirit Worki—the kind messengers 
there, imparted to him the information desired, 
end enabled him to meet the skillful diplomate 
scnl to treat wilh the Western tribes. 

Indeed. how Hitth We know of the grandeur 
of their pakt history. There is beauty ia their 
language that speaks of flowers, of rippliog 
tea us, of the bland sepbyra, of tbe starry jrm- 
ament, of the impulses of the heart, and that la 
eminently calculated to ezpaod the mind and 
enlarge one’s comprebensions of Deity. 

Hardly a Western trite whoe vocabulary 
cocalsta of over soven hundred sod fitty wurde, 
while it ls often tba case iu some tribes that one 
hundred and Sity words constitute the laun- 
guage to express hloas. 

The tone of voice used lu talking by some of 
the tribes, is indeed bSautiful, commencing al- 
waye in the expression of a sentence in a bigh 
lone of vulce, musical and aweet, which gradu- 
ally beo lower acd lower unul Lhe full ut. 
terence of the thought to be conveyed. 

But the desuny of the Iudiaus is keown. 
Fading awey is written oo their leafy bomes. 
The burial grounds of their encesture, sacred al- 
Ways to the living, are no lvager respected. 
The past bas been to them tullof vicissitudes, 

ad the present foreshadows no br'ght future on 
earth. Corrupt traders hare sows the sevds of 
vice and crime amoog them, and they have 
“become as o of us,“ no looger the pure 
children of nature, as when ln the past they 
eketched on sand, the hip that was to convey 
the white man to their shores, or when one of 
their number inveuted an alphabet to convey 
the ideas of his tribe. Ves, fadlug away; but after 
they pase over the shining river to their besu- 
tiful spirit homes, all they can desire, —and with 
tbeir pure maegsetion, sparkling with health 
aod vitality, they return to earth to benefit 
those who have been fastrumeatal in cinsiog 
them so much trouble. Besutifal is thelr mis. 

sion in the Spirit World! With their wigwams 
wreathed in ubfeding flowers. they can repose 
and bold communion with the Great Spirit, 
knowing that the vices wh'ch they learned of 
the whites, can not invade the eame. 

How weird their bistory,—e0 full of hopes,ro- 
mance bod mystic charms! Low bright thelr 
fature lo the Spirit Worki! Upward tucy will 
progres, towards the highest ange! band, never 
falllog to send from the spirkling foustains of 
their nature, jets of pure epintusl magnetism, to 
assist struggling humanity oa earth-life. God 
biens the Indian spirits la Ahe Summer Land, 
for Bpiritualism would not stand where lt does 
today, had it not been for thelr laflaeace !
